The Cursed Child fervor comes amid ris- 
ing interest in another Potterverse project:

This is precisely what Albus Potter 
feared in the epilogue of Deathly 
Hallows as he prepared to charge 
Platform 9%.

But perhaps 
more striking are Harry’s imperfect 
parenting skills. Drowning in 
paperwork at the Ministry of Magic 
under his tough minister boss 
(Hermione!), Harry’s mounting 
parental frustration causes him to 
angrily tell Albus that he wishes the 
kid wasn’t his son (the audience 
gasped at that one).

moments of luxury and moments of peace, 


Despite the hiccups, the struggle may indeed be worth it: The Get Down is 
classic Baz, with unabashed romanticism, star-making performances (remember 


the name Justice Smith), and elaborate musical numbers woven into each epi- 
sode. And during a summer of such bleak news, it’s a wildly hopeful story of 
young men and women of color finding an escape in art. Says the writer-director, 
“Tf this show can do anything, it can remind people this was a world of violence 
and negativity but these young people chose to create something positive.” 

It’s fitting that Luhrmann has been trapped in the City of Light because 
that’s where the idea for Down was born. Ten years ago, he was in a Parisian 
café when he saw a Jamel Shabazz photo of NYC in the ’70s and was inspired 
to craft a love letter to that time and place. “I have a genuine, abiding, and pro- 
found love affair with New York,” says Luhrmann. “How did this incredible 
wave of completely original creativity come out of that place, at a time in which 
the city was on its knees?” 

The Get Down follows Ezekiel (Smith), a talented teenage poet being raised 
by his aunt and uncle and in love with his best friend, aspiring disco singer 
Mylene (Herizen Guardiola). Zeke and his pals, including Dizzee Jaden Smith), 
find themselves forever changed when they meet graffiti artist Shaolin Fantastic 
(Dope’s Shameik Moore), who introduces them to a new music form called hip- 
hop, and his talented mentor Grandmaster Flash (Mamoudou Athie). The Get 
Down episodes are bookended with modern-day scenes that reveal Ezekiel has 
become a successful rapper by the name of Mr. Books (Hamilton’s Daveed Diggs). 

The real-life Grandmaster Flash, an icon of the industry, is an associate 
producer on the show and part of a supergroup of iconic musicians—including 
Kurtis Blow, Afrika Bambaataa, and Nas—who have helped Luhrmann make 
Down as authentic as possible. “Everyone has benefited from this great art 
form [hip-hop], but we forget the pioneers and founders,” says Nas, who is not 
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ut most of the time it’s just hard work. At 
he same time, because everyone is so pas- 
sionate about it, it makes it worthwhile.” 

The first batch of episodes will find the 
main characters—Ezekiel, Mylene, and 
Shaolin—at various crossroads. Ezekiel 
keeps up his writing while going after an 
internship at the World Trade Center. “He’s 
faced with the choice there of where does 
he belong,” says supervising producer- 
writer Nelson George. “Does he belong in 
this new world where he’s going to be a col- 
lege kid who works in a white-collar job or 
is he going to somehow stay connected to 
Shaolin and a piece of the Bronx?” Shaolin 
is pulled between a life of crime and his DJ 
skills. Meanwhile, Mylene has to decide 
what she’s willing to compromise: her fam- 
ily or her singing career. Says George, “How 
far is she willing to pull away from her 
family in order to fulfill this dream?” 

Luhrmann admits he may not be up for 
the challenge if The Get Down gets a season 2, 
which would likely be set in the early ’80s. 
“Tm looking for a younger spritely fellow 
who is capable of carrying the torch,” says 
the 53-year-old director. But he adds, “As 
much as I want to walk away from it, there’s 
something in me that says I just can’t do that 
to the cast and crew. I have to be there to the 
bitter end. And then my job’s done, you 
know. Until then, it’s my life at the moment.” 
But at least he’s got a passport.

AS ONE OF SUMMER’S LAST BEST HOPES, SUICIDE SQUAD 
arrives in theaters with some serious baggage. With 
each superhyped tentpole that’s come and gone over 
the past few months leaving disappointment in its 
wake, fanboys and girls always had the fallback mantra: 
Well, there’s still Suicide Squad! On paper—or at least 
the paneled pages of a comic—that optimism seemed 
well placed. After all, what’s not to love about a colorful 
Con Air-style posse of sociopathic antiheroes doing 
good by being bad? It’s a premise that’s catnip to anyone 
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A Will Smith, Margot Robbie, and Joel Kinnaman 


who’s ever found Hannibal Lecter and 
Darth Vader more interesting than Clarice 
Starling or Luke Skywalker. 

Based on the DC Comics series that ran 
on the assumption that it’s the villains who 
have all the fun, Suicide Squad kicks off with 
fizzy, punk-rock ferocity before turning flat 
and spiraling into familiar formulas. Viola 
Davis classes up the proceedings as Amanda 
Waller, a government agent who cherry-picks 
an all-star team of psychos, springing them 
from prison to lead a top secret mission 
under the wing of Joel Kinnaman’s Col. 
Rick Flag. In return, she promises certain 
concessions for their “good” behavior. This 
worst-of-the-worst squad includes Will 
Smith’s chrome-domed assassin Deadshot, 
Margot Robbie’s superfreak bad girl Harley

Boomerang, Karen Fukuhara’s samurai- 
sword-wielding Katana, and Adewale 
Akinnuoye-Agbaje’s reptilian mound of 
muscles Killer Croc. Each has a unique skill 
set for mayhem, but it’s Robbie who dis- 
plays the most thrilling superpower of all: 
turning into a movie star while having a 
gonzo blast swinging a baseball bat and 
tossing off naughty, gum-snapping one- 
liners. Aside from Smith’s Deadshot, she’s 
also the only character with a remotely 
interesting backstory as the onetime shrink 
to Jared Leto’s mad wild card Joker who 
was seduced to the dark side. Don’t cry for 
her, she seems to love it. 

Writer-director David Ayer (End of Watch) 
skillfully sets up the film, introducing each 
of the crazies with caffeinated comic-book 
energy. But their mission—to take down 
Cara Delevingne’s undersketched witch, 
Enchantress, and her giant golem-like 
brother—is a bit of a bust. The stakes 
should feel higher. As someone who isn’t 
fluent in Suicide Squad lore, I can’t imagine 
there wasn’t a better villain in its back 
catalog. Still, it’s nothing compared with 
how wasted Leto’s scene-stealing Joker is. 
With his toxic-green hair, shiny metal teeth, 
and demented rictus grin, he’s the most 
dangerous live wire in the film. But he’s 
stranded in the periphery. For DC, which 
blew it with Batman v Superman last spring, 
Suicide Squad is a small step forward. But it 
could have been a giant leap. B-

Since Jay Hernandez 
burst onto the scene 
opposite Kirsten Dunst 
in 2001's modern Romeo 
and Juliet tale Crazy/ 
Beautiful, he’s struggled 
to play against type, 
eschewing waves of 
offers to portray gang 
members or other Latino 
stereotypes in favor 

of meaty roles that 
highlight his acting abili- 
ties and leading-man 
good looks. So he rec- 
ognizes the irony that 
his first role in a giant 
summer tentpole—a 
genre he’s tried multiple 
times to break into—is 
playing Diablo, a.k.a. 
Chato Santana, a hair- 
less tattoo-riddled gang 
member with pyro- 
kinetic powers in 
Suicide Squad. 

“To me, [Diablo’s] 
the exception to the 
rule, because we are 
constantly fed negative 
images of black or 
Hispanic people by the 
media,” says Hernandez, 
38. “Diablo is the visual 
representation of every- 
thing we should fear, 
but he’s a human being. 
He has a history.” 

When we first meet 
Diablo, he is living a 
hermit-like existence 
inside the Belle Reve 
prison for metahumans, 


scarred by the memo- 
ries of his horrendous 
crimes. Like a sober 
alcoholic, he’s repentant 
and white-knuckling his 
present, not ready to 
use his fiery powers for 
fear he won't be able to 
control them. 

“Diablo has a very 
powerful and important 
position in the story; the 
thematics spin around 
his character,” says 
Squad writer-director 
David Ayer. “He’s a 
monk in a cave in the 
beginning, and by the 
end he has a new family 
that he’s willing to die 
for. It’s a big deal, and 
Jay killed it. | hope this 
gets him a lot of work.” 

Hernandez hopes so 
too. Just months before 
landing Squad, he was 
contemplating a career 
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change, dabbling in real 
estate while writing and 
producing a low-budget 
horror movie. “When you 
talk about writing, there 
is a creative freedom you 
can’t have as an actor 
when your last name is 
Hernandez,” he says. 
The actor admits 
that this performance, 
plus his recent role as 
Mila Kunis’ love interest 
in Bad Moms, has 
improved the conversa- 
tions he’s having in 
Hollywood. Still, he’s 
frustrated by the heat- 
metric game he has 
to play. “I’m no different 
today then | was last 
year,” he says. “As an 
actor, | haven't grown. 
I'm the same person. 
| could have done this 
s--- two years ago. | just 
want the opportunity.”

Vanessa Coffey arrived at Nick- 
elodeon in 1988 as an independent 
producer, after seven years in art 
and development at Marvel during 
its production of the Transformers, 
My Little Pony, and G.I. Joe TV series. 


VANESSA COFFEY | was leaving the 
business because | just didn’t 

ike the concept of doing TV as toy 
commercials for kids. But because 
was into animation, | looked 

up Nickelodeon, the only game in 
own [New York] for kids, and | 
cold-called them. They said, “We're 
going to hire you as a consultant 

o find original programming.” | 
basically started hunting... | put the 
word out to animators, “I’m looking 
or ideas. The less developed, the 
better.” Nick gave me an hour and a 
half to fill as a block. | didn’t want 

a consistent look, like Disney; | was 
desperate to have three projects 
hat looked completely different. 


The first pilot, Doug, which followed 
a small-town middle schooler, came 
recommended by a friend... 


JIM JINKINS (Creator, Doug) | was 
working on this math [game] 
show for tweens, but everyone 
who knew me knew that on the 
side | was drawing doodles of this 
character, Doug, who was my 
alter ego. | had worked on a book 
proposal, and a friend at Nick 
called me to say they were look- 
ing for creator-driven originals to 
animate into series, and said, “You 
need to get over there with Doug.” 


COFFEY | looked at Jim, then the 

book, then Jim, and said, “Oh my 
God. You're Doug.” And he was like, 
“Yeah...” And | immediately knew 
what the show was going to be. | 
iterally ran down the hall and [told 
my boss], “I want to make a pilot.” 


JINKINS Doug was the story of 
being a real kid. He's not cool. He's 
not a Charlie Brown loser. He's 
in the middle. The show is like the 
character. At a glance, you'll be 
ike, “So what?” But if you'll give 
Doug time, he'll grow on you. 


The baby-focused fantasy Rugrats 
came from Klasky-Csup6, a rising 
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animation house that parted ways 
with The Simpsons in 1992. 
GABOR CSUPO (Co-creator, Rugrats) 
Everyone was pointing at The 
Simpsons—do something like this, 
but for children. Something 
inventive. Something daring. Not 
your regular Saturday-morning 
cartoon. And Arlene said, “Let’s do 
a show about babies.” 


ARLENE KLASKY (Co-creator, 
Rugrats) Gabor had done an ani- 
mated film where a baby would 
drop a bottle and say “down” 

and then say “up,” and it went back 
and forth like that ad nauseam. 
That film always stuck in my mind. 
It wasn't rational. Rugrats was 

the same theory: If babies could 
talk, what would they say? 


PAUL GERMAIN (Co-creator, Rugrats) 
| pitched Vanessa all these ideas 
that I'd developed over the last 
three months, and she says no to 
all of them. And | got to my last 
pitch, which is literally a sentence, 
and say, “Okay, a bunch of incog- 
nizant babies seem really dumb, 
but when the adults leave the 
room, the babies suddenly get up 
and talk.” And she goes, “! love it” 


COFFEY They didn't have anything 
written, no drawings. The only 
thing | said was “| don’t want 
realistic drawings.” And they said, 
“That's easy for us.” 


KLASKY Our aesthetic was off- 
beat and quirky. | didn’t draw the 
way Disney did.

their personalities and story 
lines, she laughed and liked them 
even more. | did want to keep 
some of the other weird charac- 
ters [from Your Gang], but she 
was determined to try to keep it 
solely a funny animal show. 


Nick tested eight pilots, ordering 
the top three (Doug was the highest- 
scoring) to series. Unlike Nick’s 
live-action teen shows (like Clarissa 
Explains It All and Welcome Fresh- 
men), animators had to develop the 
tone of their new frontier. 


JINKINS The making of Doug was 
that combination of an almost 
schizophrenic “We love you, 
you're doing great” and then “You 
don’t know what you're doing!”

COFFEY | wanted to create a meal.

KRICFALUSI It was an interesting 
combination. Doug and Ren 

& Stimpy seemed to represent

Eva Green plays Vanessa Ives, 

a woman of faith tormented by 
devils, including one of the better 
Draculas (Christian Camargo) in 
recent memory—a man of sci- 
ence as Byronic antihero. One sin- 
gular episode, “A Blade of Grass,” 
is Green's tour de force and a bril- 
liant allegory about a gaslit 
woman in an oppressive culture; it 
stakes my heart that the Emmys 
ignored it.

Both questions 
are raised in this brisk, propulsive sci-fi 
thriller from Wayward Pines trilogy author 
Blake Crouch. But the book really hinges 
on a third query: Could you defeat an 
alternative-dimension “you” in a battle of 
wits and maybe even a fight to the death? 

Crouch’s protagonist—and antagonist, 
for that matter—is Jason Dessen. Seem- 
ingly destined for a brilliant career as a 
physicist, Dessen instead opted for a life 
based around his wife, Daniela, and son, the 
now teenage Charlie. One night, he is 
drugged by a masked and armed man and 
wakes in a world where he has a brilliant 
career but no wife or child. What is going 
on? Well, as Crouch reveals early in the 
book, the masked man is a Jason Dessen 
from a different dimension, one in which 
this Jason2, as “our” Jason calls him, 
has developed a way to travel between 
alternate universes. Desperate to experi- 
ence the domestic satisfaction of Jason1, 
he decided to change places with his 
doppelganger, leaving the latter marooned 
in a strange and increasingly dangerous 
world. The bulk of Dark Matter tracks 
Jasoni’s seemingly impossible attempt to 
reclaim the life and loves that have been 
stolen from him. 

The concept of interdimensional travel 
has been previously explored in a host of 
fantastical fictional works, from Robert 
Heinlein’s 1980 novel The Number of the 
Beast to the Fox TV show Fringe. Dark Matter 
has plenty of heady concepts and phantas- 
magorical plotting. But it is also beguilingly 
rooted in Jasont’s desperate travails, elevat- 
ing this page-turning adventure into an 
entirely different dimension.
